HONOLULU, Dec. 7.—To be insu- 


lated is to be narrow. To be narrow 
is to be bigoted. What Hawaii needs 
for redemption ni.der any form of 
government is easy and continuous 
intercourse with the rest of creation. 
Nothing will bring about this much 
needed redemption eo quickly as the 
laying of a cable about which there, 
has been everlasting talk. Three 
complete surveys of the route were 
made by the United States govern- 
ment several years ago. As no ad- 
ministration stays "in power long 
enough to carry out any extended 
international policy, and as the op- 
posing party seems to consider it pa- 
triotic and self;respecting to upset 
whatever foreign policy its bated rival 
may conceive, hope tells a flattering 
tale iu whispering that the appointed 
hour has arrived and that Congrn-s 
will legislate in favor of a Hawaiian 
cable, tbe contract for wbicn Colonel 
Z. S. Bpaldiug carries ia bis pocket a* 
he now haunts the marble balls of our 
capital. 


Oh loan r>y birth, Colonel Spading 


firat came to Hawaii in 1868 as secret 
agent of our government. In goveru-' 
ment papers relating to Hawaii, I nn<t 
tbe following letter from Colonel 
Spalding to bis father. It is very 
pertineut reading at the present time, 
though dated April 14, 1869: 


"Our latest advices seem to convey 


the idea that the reciprocity treaty 
was beyond hope and tbe effect ia be- 
ginning to be generally felt ant' «een. 
-Metfwho have 'fcept silent -for-monr hs 
have openly expressed thetnielves of 
late as being iu favor of annexation, 
and began to' talk of forming an 
organization or party with that end 
in view. 


"What they want tokuowis that 


they will be backed u^> by the Uuited 
States aud its representatives here ID 
all proper measures taken by them to 
secme n change in tbe political sent! 
ment of the inlands au<i their annexa- 
tion at the earliest possible period. 
Colonel Spalding's Opinion In 1SG9. 


"This means necessarily a war on 


the party of the United States, but a 
feeling that they are supported by 
our povernmeut and its officials, even 
to the continued presence of a mao- 
of war, if necessary, and intervention, 
should this govern meut attempt to 
stop free speech and a free press, or 
put down an American simply be- 
cause he is au Americau aud ex 
presces himself favor»bly toward tbe 
United States. 


"Americans whose opinions ar»- f>n 


titled to respect claim tbat they dave 
uever had from the government of 
the United States that countenance 
and support that England and France 
have always extended to their sub- 
jecta here. 
They say—and, I am dis 


posed to tbink, with :-ome justice— 
that while an Englishman or Freuuh- 
mau even though holding an office 


rank aud let them feel that they are 
safe aud they will make aa much noise 
as anybody. 


"It is lime to decide upon tbe plan 


ot action. If we want these islands 
immediately, I have uo doubt tbe 
Lacbuwauua Imbroglio will furnish 
the pretext for taking them a la Eng- 
land or France 
If uo other coo<t lias 


beun accomplished by tbe Laoka- 
wauiia, she has cerved to 'draw out' 
the Ministers into strong expressions 
against her and our Government, and, 
by her presence, has kept up the fire 
ol opposition in the hearts of Ameri- 


left it easy for our Govern 


to shape its future policy. If 


the United Sra'es should take posses- 
sion tomorrow ou the ground that thU 
Government has failed to respect 
American interests and shown its iu- 
abihHlty to maintain its position as 
an independent government, I think 
it would hardly raise a remonstrance 
at home or abroad. Tbe feeling of 
foreigners ?eem generally to be that 
of astonishment to see tb^ Uuited 
States 'put up' with so much fiom 
this little kingdom. 


"But il the Government is iu no 


particular hurry about the acquisition 
of the. Islands and desiies to accomp- 
lish' its ends with as little display of 
force or expenditure of money as pos- 
sible, it might be well to give the 
party a cbance to see what 
' 
tbey^can do. Two years will ac- 'up- 
lifch-Ihp change if it can be done at all. 
To my mind there is better chance for 
an annexation party right now thau 
there has been since the idea of reci- 
procity was first started The Hawai 
ian Club of Boston writes that the 
treaty is undoubtedly dead, aud tbat, 
although they never favored annexa 
lion before, they do so now 
They 


also say that the failure of the treaty 
is owing to the action of tbe Ministers 
of this Government, Dr. Hutchinson 
and .M. Varigny, news which has 
raised a great deal of ill feeling toward 
this" Government and Increased tbe 
desire for connection with tbe United. 
States.. . . . The truth is, that so 
long as there was a chance for receiv 
ing'the benefits of free trade with tbe 
Uu filed State a and escaping taxation, 
tntB who > ad capital invested here 
were, generally opposed to annexa- 
tion. 


Missionaries Didn't Want Annexation. 


"The missionaries, I think, alwr.ys 


opposed it, ou the ground that the 
natiVes would suffer by the change. 
But just now all classes, except office 
holders, are down ou this government, 
and, 
reciprocity having (ailed them, 
are ready for anything that will give 
them a change. But here let me re- 
iterate my opinion that our Govern- 
ment must/ be prepared to uphold auob. 
with . more favor and stronger 
- 


In communication with them enough 
to lead them. What General MoCooh's 
Interest in reciprocity woe I need not 
say, but everything else bad to give 
way to that one idea, aud American** 
who did not-favor it were—'Republi- 
can Yauktes.' 
" My present position is far from 


eB viable. I keep as clear or diplomatic 
question* aa possible, aud, of course, 
while the present state of affairs re- 
mains unchanged, I keep my lip? 
closed, and, while bearing all sides, 
give approval to none, • • * Whenever 
the future policy of our Government in 
relation to these islands is decided 
upon, if I am kept here In any position 
enabling me to take part, I can do so 
without undoing a single act.

"I told you I had no hope for an-

Events do not change 
my opuiou. On the contrary, I feel

ic 


stronger tod»y than it has been at au> 
time since my arrival on the Islands, 
simply because the prospects for the 
treaty «re felt to be almost hopeless, 
and the planters must have relief by 
annexation. 


KnRllsh and French Ajscendenoy. 
"I have already given you mv 


opinion as to what the missionary or 
American party would do If left to 
themselve»—absolutely nothing 
IT 


a short time they would be bound 
hand and foot and powerless to resist 
the machinations of the English and 
French. They are like raw troops. 
Unless they can feel that they are 
supported by tbe 'veteran- hand' of 
tho Unitsd Slates they will run at tbe 
flrat flash of powder or the sight of 
Wood. But shove them Into the front 


and be. ready, in case of necessity, to 
assume the whole work and finish it 
with one stroke. That is to eay, we 
should show to this Government that 
Americans aud their interest must be 
respected and the United States re- 
garded equally with the 'moat fa- 
vored nations,' and let our friends see 
tbat we will indorse them in all law- 
ful actions and receive them under 
tbe stars and stripes whenever the 
application is made in tbe proper 
manner. 
"I still bold that little or nothing 


can be accomplished at tbe present 
time by 'voluntary* action on tbe 
part of natives or foreigners in the 
way of changing the political staiu.- 
of the Islands or overthrowing the 
present Government. 
What may be 


done in time, by educating the people 
up to the issues, especially where the 
greater part of the capital of the 
islands ia at stake, is another qu-s- 
tlon. There are many good men who 
will come out boldly for annexation 
and strain every HPTVP for it« pnccess 
if they can be satisfied that the United 
States will help them through. But 
they are not willing to throw away 
the good they have for the uncerttlnty 
of something better. Tbe present k'ng 
has already ftbown by his abrogation 
of tbe old Constitution and forcing 
upon tbe people an Instrument of his 
own creation tbat he will stop at 


Written twenty-six year* ago, ttiis 


letter throws a deal of light on the 
present viruatlon, aud will bear com 
mei t h«-reatttr. I quote it now to 
chow what kind of a man is wrestling 
with the Fifty-fourth Congress for a 
Pacific cable.

History of tue Cable. 


The history of this cable struggle is 


long and exasperating. Iu 1891 Judge 
A. 8 Hartwell, an old resident of 
the«e Ulauds, hut a New Englauderof 
undoubted ability, obtained a frau 
cbise from the Hawaimn Government 
and formed a corporation in San Fran- 
cisco for the laying of a long-felt 
waut. This Government guaranteed 
an annual subsidy of $25,000 for twen- 
ty 
years

to 
pay 
running 
expenses 
and 


interest for ten years was asked from 
'he United Slates. By a large ma 
jority and a non partisan vote the 
Senate supported an enterprise that 
the House rejected. Firm in faitii, 
tbe Senate held out until the night of 
the last day of the session, ami then 
succumbed. 
The 
main 
argument 


HtrtUnst the proposition was to the 
effect that no money should be spent 
mi a cable unless the Government 
owned it outright, but when Judge 
Hartwell HUgirosted such ownership 
lie was opposed by another setof Con- 
gressmen, who repudiated the idea in 
toto. The poor cable fully illustrated 
tbe old text, "You'll be damned if you 
do and you'll be damned if you don't.'" 
Having worn out all his shoes in 
going to and from the capital, Judge 
Hartwe.ll returned to Hawaii a sadder 
and -viser man. 


Like Banquo's gho^t, however, this 


much-needed cable would not down. 
In 1894 Sena'or Hale introduced an 
amendment to the diplomatic appro- 
priation bill, making an appropria- 
tion to build aud own a cable to Ha 
waii.

Den- 
ver, Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington, 
New York and Boston, as well as to 
many smaller towns where the elec- 
tric system is in vogue. 


While away he called upon and was 


in consultation with the leading en- 
gineers of the country. "I interview- 
ed a number of manufacturers of 
electrical machinery, as well as elec 
trie companies, and obtained from 
them estimates of the cost per mile of 
building an electric road here and of 
supplying power houses and rolling 
stock. 
"I believe I have seen the best elec 
trie roads operating in America," 
said Mr. Dodge, "and I feel Compe- 
tent to judge now which is best 
adapted for use here. In the largest 
cities laws have been passed by the 
assemblies and legislatures 
forbid- 


ding the use of overhead wires on 
electric roads and compelling the com- 
panies to use underground conduit 
systems. This is necessitated by the 
great amount of traffic on the streets
